'WASHINGTON - Central IntellK 
1 gence Agency agents apparently Ig- 
nored orders and warnings from 
senior agency officials when they 
ran an LSD experiment that 'trig- ‘ 
gered the 1953 .suicide of Frank R. 
Olson, civilian Army scientist, ac- ^ 
cording to C.LA. files od the case. * 
o' The documents were released yes- 
terday by Olson’s family. The C.I.A. 
was ordered to make them available 
to the family last July by President V 
Ford after it was tevealed that the . *• 
agency had kept the circumstances \ 
of Olson's death secret from the 
. family for 22 years/ . 

The documents show that six 
months before Olson’s death, Ri- 
chard Helms, then a senior C.I.A. of -' t 1 
ficul, v/arned agency officers that 
LSD vr>s “dynamite” and that he 
should be consulted before; it was 
ever used by agents. ... v . * **" ; 

NOT LONG after Helms' warning, 
another top C.LAv Official, .Frank > 
\Visrer. who was the agency’s depu- -i 
ty director for plans, sent out a me- 
rnorandurn to the technical-services 
staff cr.^nng that the drug not be 
used without his permission. '/**'■ ■ ‘ 

Neither official was notified, ac* ; 
cord rg to the records, before three 
from the technical-services 
staff, with the approval of senior 
fcifa.f£ cricJals, slipped LSD to a 
rro cp of seven unwitting Army re-

rrrcl og ir Western Maryland.
